duced rates to the lowest ie fhhenure 
for the noble science of ‘pooling’ as practised 
by Ameriban railroad men, appears not to 
have been dey eloped as yet in @asiern Ifassia. 
The third-class traveler on the Jcurbatoli line 
can get carried a distanse of 1,000 miles and 
housed for four days, for the small sum of 2 
rubles, or about three-and-sixpence. He 
has, of course, to feed himself, 
but this. he would have to «lo any- 
where else, sothe mujik lies on his back in 
a perfect paradise of idleness, drinks tea and 
eats pies till he feels the real rapture of reple- 
tion and repose. I know of no part of the 
civilized world where one can get carried at a 
cheaper rate. In rather less than four days 
after calling at about twelve stations en ronte, 
Perm is reached, and there the Ural railway to 
Ie kate rinburg aud Trumen is reached. ‘The 
railway system is thusseparated from the main 
railway system of Russia, by a distance of about 
a thousand miles; and it is characteristic of 
the neglect with which the Russian govern- 
ment treats its own valuable possessions, 
while feverishly coveting the possessions of 
other cities, that this absurd state of things 
should be allowed to continue. Perm, besides 
being the terminus of Siberian trade, is also 
the seat of the largest cannon foundry in Rus- 
sia, a foundry which turns out about 200 guns 
a year; and that an important ingtitution like 
this should not be connected by railway with 
the rest of the empire is certainly remarkable. 
But this is merely one more proof, if any 
were needed, of the entirely artificial char- 
acter of the Russian adyance in Europe 
and Asia,. while the true line of national 
erowth lies elsewhere, However, from 
Perin there is a railway to the mining regions 
of the Ural; this is something to be thankful 
for, the old road over the range invelving dis- 
comfort of an appalling nature. The Ural 
range is certainly disappointing. The aver- 
ave height of the hills is insignificant, and the 
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the 


scenery hardly finer than the scenery of Der- 
byshire, and not to be compared with the 
Western Giants of India. The line winds ina 
gradually ascending course through fir-clad 
hills and undulating country, dotted with

| THE LAST STATION 


Before Grover Cleveland Rides 
Into Atlanta. 


A SAD OCCURRENCE IN MEMPHIS. 


The President Reaches Nashville, and Will 
Resume His Journey to Atlanta 
on Monday. 


Mempnris, Tenn., October 15.—The_ second 
day of the presidtnt’s stay in Memphis was a 
perfect one—nota cloud being visible in all the 
heavens. There was but little noise, however, 
until after the procession had moved, when 
the crowds of persons which lined the entire 
route yelled themselves hoarse. 

To this the president responded, compli- 
menting Memphis for the push and activity 
of its people, who lived in one of the most 
prospérous and flourishing cities of the south. 

While the president was closing his speech 
in Court square, a most unfortunate oecurrence 
took place, Judge Henry Ellett, the gentleman 
who delivered the welcoming speech, falling 
to the floorin a dead faint. Dr. Bryant, of 
the presidential] party, attended the unfortu- 
nate man, and subsequently Dr. Manry, Judge 
Eliett’s son-in-law, came to his assistance. 
Judge Ellett is upwards of 80 years fof age, 
and isa much respected and highly honored 
citizen, . 

Judge Ellett extended, as arepresentative of 
the whole peopie of Memphis, a hearty wel- 
come, and presented not symbolically only, but 
in the most substantial and practical form, the 
freedom of the city. He said: 

Though the day was not uncomfortably 
warin, the spot was an exposed one, and Judge 
Ellett, who stood for a time listening to the 
president’s reply with his hat off, sat down, 
and was soon overcome by heat. Dr. Bryant, of 
the presidential party, took direction of affairs 
and remained with the unfortunate gentleman, 
while the president was escorted to the Cotton 
and Merchants’ exchange. He died five min- 
utes after the president left the review- 
ingstand. When Judge Ellett sank into the 
chair in a fainting condition, some little con- 
fusion followed. Dr. Bryant, assisted by Post 
master General Vilas and Colonel Robert F. 
Looney caught him as he was in the act of 
falling tothe platform.|Several gentlemen of the 
entertainment committee, who were seated in 
close proximity, aided in the efforts that were 
being made torestore him to consciousness.” 
Three or four of the ladies spread their fans, 
and did all in their power to revive him. 
Water was thrown in his face and stimulants 
administered... Dr. Kennedy Jones came to 
the assistance of Dr. Bryant, and the two 
worked with the prostrate and unconscious 
mau, but without avail. President Cleve- 
land, who _—ihad just finished his 
address, stood looking at the efforts that were 
being made to revive the yenerable jurist, with 
sad and sympathetic countenance, while Mrs. 
Cleveland seemed deeply affected. The presi- 
dential party had left the platform before Dr. 
Bryant sadly arose from over the body, and 
turning to an acquaintance, remarked: 

‘‘Let’s join the president’s party.”’ 

In answer to the inquiry, ‘‘Whatis the mat- 
ter with Judge Ellett?’’ Dr. Bryant responded: ¢ 
‘‘Heo has fainted, and has not yet recovered 
consciousness.’’ 

This was said to dispel the shadow of gloom 
that might otherwise have been cast upon the 
festivities had the true condition of the stricken 
man been made known. The immense multi- 
tude who witnessed the incident did not real- 
ize that death had come amongst them. They 
made a rush for the exposition building, where 
a reception was being held, leaving to a few 
friends of the judge the sad duty

Mayor Hewitt, of New York, recently ex- 
‘pressed the opinion that the best plan of 
municipal government “would be to give 
unlimited power toan honest and capable 
man.’’ In other words, Mr. Hewitt believes 
that people would be better off under a dic- 
tator, which is only another name for a des- 
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This is the natural outcome of the pater- 
mal theory of government, but Mayor Hew- 
itt is probably a little in advance of his 
brother reformers. In this generation the 
craze for alleged reform has led to various 
wild experiments in legislation, and some of 
these experiments are so clearly undemo- 
cratic that it is difficult under our present 
form of government to put them into exe- 
eution. If the state, the county, or the 
community is to regulate everything, man- 
age every man’s business and exercise a 
guardianship over him, then our old-fash- 
foned democratic methods are whol} y inade- 
quate, and we need a despotism, with its 
spies and detectives, and its Russian system 
of controling men and things, 

Before adopting Mayor Hewitt’s recom- 
mendation, however, there are many mil- 
lions of our people who will be in favor of 
getting rid of everything that savors of pa- 
ternalism. Itis beginning to dawn upon 
the minds of men that when the govern- 


ment is called upon w regulate en 


a 


: the liberty of the citizen becomes a thing of : 
the past, If any marked benefit resulted 


there wouMl be few objections. But with 
crime on the increase, taxes running up, 
and the expenses of the government svwell- 
ing every year, itis not easy to see where 
the benefit comes in. 

The truth is, we have too much govern- 
ment, too many laws, and too many men to 
administer them, These are the evils of pa- 
ternalism, and the next step is the despot- 
ism foreshadowed by Mayor Hewitt. It may 
be that the last generation was less civilized, 
less progressive than‘ ours, but it had a bet- 
ter system of government, The liberty of 
the citizen meant something in those days. 


Our wild hunt after the impossible has led- 


us into the slough of paternalism, with an- 
archy on the one hand and despoti mon the 
other. If it is not too late, the b & course 
is to take the back track, and return to the 
good old ways of the better days of the re- 
public. ui

The Coldest Temperature Ever Observed. 
From Lieutenant William H. Schuetze’s Report of 

his Mission to the Lena Delta. 

As we approached Verchoyansk (Northern 
Siberia) the cold was almost unbearable, compelling 
astop at nearly every inhabited yourta (native 
hut), not onlyon accountof ourselves, but more 
owing to the reindeer, which suffered visibly during 
the low temperature. Fortunately these inhabited 
yourtas are not far apart as one approaches the vil- 
lage. Breathing was at times diffichl’, and on Jan- 
nary 10 and 11, 186, the tempe:ature sank to--95¢° 
Celsius, corresponding to 86.80° Fahrenheit below 
cero. This is the coldest temperature ever obsery- 
ed, and I afterward had the satisfaction of establish. 
ing it beyond a doubt by the agreement of the ther- 
mometers at Verchoyansk, observe 1 by exiles who 
were furnished with instruments by the Central 
Meteoro'o sical observatory at Paviovsk, near St 
Petersburg. Verchéyansk thus maintained its repu- 
tation of being the pole cf the greatest known cold 
although its latitude is only 68° north,

The plan of the great torehlight demonstra- 
tion, Wednesday night, the 1th instant,is per- 
fected. 

A grand stand is being erected in front of the 
artesian well, junction of Peachtree, Marietta, 
Decatur and Line streets, from which Presi- 
dent Cleveland will review the procession. 

Mrs. Cleveland will alsosee the line from 
this stand, and Governors Lee, of Virginia; 
Richardson, of South Carolina; Taylor, of 
Tennessee; Perry, of Florida; and Gordon, of 
Georgia, besides a number of other distin- 
guished visitors, will occupy seats there. 

The torches are deposited at the corner of 
South Broad and Mitchell streets, and all 
companies whose captains hold commissions 
will be supplHed with torches free upon pre- 
sentation of the commission on that night at 
this point. The committee having this matter 
in charge only agree to furnish torches free to 
organized companies holding captain’s commis- 
sions. 7 

Any person can preeure the regulation torch 
on that night from Hoyt & Thorn for 25 cents, 
as they supplied the Young Men’s league and 
obligated themselves to keep several thousand 
atthe point where the procession forms to 
sell to parties who desire to get into com- 
panies and join the procession that night.

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EARLY REMINISCENCES, 
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Historic Buildings in Savannah—Revola- 
tionary Days, 
From the Savannah Times. 


One hundred and eight years ago yesterday 
there was sharp fighting around Savannah. 
For several days before there had been a con- 
stant bombardment by the French fleet and the 
combined French and American armies. Down 
on the west side of West Broad street, about op- 
posite St. Julian street, is an old house which 
still bears a mark of that memorable siege. 
The building is a frame dwelling No. 13, It 1s 
owned and occupied by Mr. A. Kent. The 


and is on a brick basement in the front of the 
house as it now stands, and just about on a 
level with the floor of the second story there is 
a hole inthe weather boarding. The hole is 
six inches across. It was made by a ball from 
an American or French cannon on one of the 
days of the siege, and tradition says that the 
house was struck on the day Count Pulaski 
was mortally wounded. That was on the 
morning of October 9, 1779. 

The house which is now No. 13 West Broad 
stood at that time where Trinity church now 
stands, on the west side of Telfair: place. It 
belonged then to the Sheftall family, and was 
probably built by one of. the Sheftalls. The 
house’s age is not known, but it must be 
‘nearly 150 years old. Mr. A. Kent, the wheel- 
wright and blacksmith, does not remember 
positively how the house faced, but he thinks 
it fronted east. His grandfather bought it 
and moved it to where it now stands thirty 
years or more ago. The hole was never coy- 
ered, but was allowed to stand, a gaping sou- 
venir, as it were, of. the revolutionary conflict 
for colonial independence. 

Mr. A. B. Kent once started to put on a new 
piece of weatherboarding to hide the hole, but 
his father, Mr, Ezra Kent, stopped him, and it 
has always remained intact, so to speak. The 
ball went @lear through the wall, tearing and 
crushing its path. <A piece of studding was 
neatly cut in two. The ball must have dropped 
in the room, as there is no mark of it on the 
opposite wall. 

lt was midnight of October 3 when the bat- 
teries of the allies opened fire on the town of 
Savannah and continued it for two hours when ° 
they ceased until day break. Then the bom- 
bardment was resumed with thirty-seven guns 
and a number of mortars froin the land side 
and sixteen guns from the French frigate on 
the river. The British batteries responded 
and the cannonading was kept up at intervals 
throughout the day without much damage to 
the soldiers or works of cither army. The fire 
of the allies was more disastrous and several 
women and children and four negroes were 
killed. An old chronicler tells of a young 
mother with an infant in her arms who were 
lying on the bed in a house in the central part 
of the town when a shell passed through and in 
its course killed both mother and child. It is 
more than likely that the hole in Mr. Kent’s 
house was made either on that day or two days 
afterwards. ‘The fifth was passed in compara- 
tive quiet, but cn the sixth the besiegers re- 
newed the attack and their bombarding de- 
molished severfll houses and burnt one. Things 
were getting pretty warm for the British in- 
side of the city, and at 11 o’clock in the day 
General Prevost wrote as follows to Count 
d’ Estaing: 

CAMP SAVANNAH, October 6, 179.—Sir:.Iam_per- 
suaded that your excellency will do me a justice; 
and that in detending this place, and the army com- 
mitied tomy charge, I fulfiil what is due to henor 
and duty to my prince. S-ntiments of a different 
kind oeca:im the liberty of row addressing myself 
to your excellency; thcy are those of humanity. 
The houses of Savannah are occupied solely by 
women andchildren, Severalofthem have applie1 
to me, that I might request the favor you would al. 
low them to embark on board a ship orsk p;, and 
go down the river under protection of yours until 
this business is decided, if this requisition you are 
so good as to grant, my wife and children, witha 
oh servants, shall be the first to profit by this in- 
auicence. 

General Prevost had refused to grant a 
similar request made by the allies some time 
before, aud they refused to accede to his re- 
quest. 

Three days later Pulaski was wounded in 
making an assault on Spring Hill, where the 
Central railroad depot now stands. 

So far as known, Mr. Kent’s house is the 
only one remaining that bears a mark of the 
siege. The wood in the house is all hewed or 
sawed with asmall hand saw, as there were 
no sarge saws in this country at that day. The 
nails are all hand made and strong. The pine 
has become so hard that it is almost impossible 
to drive a nail into it, and it knocks the edge 
right off of a saw.

To Wash Cottcn Goods—To wash cotton goods 
containing a black figure, pour boiling suds on the 
goods and let stand for a few minutes. This sets 
the color, and when neatly washed and ironed, in- 
stead ofa faded garment, you have one as bright 
and fresh as when first made, 

Ginghams and prints of various colors will hold 
their color better if washed in water thickened with 
flourstarch. Flouris very cleansing and will do 
the work of soap, without injury to Lright colors, in 
one cf two washings. 


To Clean Lace—Fill a bottle with cold water; 
draw a stocking tightly over it, securing both ends 
firmly. Place the lace smoothly over the stocking 
and tack closely. Putthe bottle ina kettle of cold 
water containing a few shavings of soap, and place 
over the fire to boil. Rinse in several waters and 
then drain and dry. When dry remove and place 
smoothly in a book and press with weights. Very

Our professional mineralogist, R. L. R. Cal- 
vin, will append to this a short description of 
some of the quarricsof marble and slate and 
ores Which merits the attention of every capi- 
talist or prospector seeking for a profitable in- 
vestinent, 

MINERALS, 

On entering the Floyd county exhibit, the 
first thing that attracts the attention is the 
beautiful fount of Egyptian marble. This 
marble lies adjacent to the line of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, is 
largely quarried and promises to be one of the 
most valuable properties in the county. The 
work reflects great credit to the enterprise of 
the Hon. Judge Branham, the present owner 
of these quarries. 

In the same line are two fine slabs from the 
quarries of the Atianta Marble company, 
located in Floyd county. This marble is re- 
markable for its fine texture and strength, as 

‘lias the high polish it will: receive. The 
quarries have been prospected by boring and 
taking outa core toa depth of two hundred feet, 
showing the marble 


to be itmexhaustible 
and uniforn in texture and ¢quality, The prop- 
erty is being developed rapidly by the Atlanta 
marble company, Who have within the past 
twelve months spent over twenty-five thousand 
onit. Their exhibit of a fine marble mantle, 
with the American Marble company, shows 
that itis pecniiarly adapted to that kind of 
work, and superior to any now on the Ameri- 
can market. 

Next, we notice a pure black Egyptian mar- 
ble. in slabs from the quarries of Win. Towers. 
This, ike thatof the Atlanta Marble com- 
pany, is of fine texture and very strong, and re- 
ceivyes a fine polish. Mr. Towers has on ex- 
hibit some of the polished corestaken from 
various depths, showing its uniform quality. 

From the lands of J. B. 8, Lafaley we find 
a varied exhibit of marbles- and slates. One 
piece in particular we notice of black marble, 
speckled and varied so as to give it the appear- 
ance of a dark granite. Itisone of the most 
beautiful pieces on exhibit. The red and red- 
mottled slates are found to extend throughout 
the county. The black slate exhibited is also 
from the lands of J. B. 8. Lafaley, Cave 
Springs. : 

Floyd has an exhibit of black marble from 
the lands of Alvin Hardin, on the Coosa river, 
about five miles from Rome. This marble,at- 
tracts great attention on account of the bril- 
liant polish of which it is susceptible. The 
pieces from which the samples were cut were 
from the surface, being exposed tothe action 
of the weather for thousands of years, yet they 
are a plain index to the great wealth stored in 
a blulf of over a hundred feet of exposure, 
fronting a navigable stream, and but a short 
distance from railroad. 

There is a fine exhibit of black Oolitic mar- 
ble from the quarries of Dr. Thomas. The: ec 


quarries are but three miles from Rome, and 
immediately on the railroad, and promise to 
be of great value. 
Dr. Montgomery, of Cave Springs, makes 
hy; ye 


} an exhibit of lithographie stones from his 
lands, located near that place, with a fine 


prece of work executed on his sten« . This is 
thonght to be the only digtrict in the world 
with the exception of the Mie near Salenhof- 
fan, Bavaria, where a stone of practical value 
can be obtained. 

There is also an exhibit of a hard vitrified 
magnesian lime stone which reeeives a fine 
polish and has much the appearance of oynx, 
from the Lavandar mountains, 

MANGANESE. 

In the line of ores, Floyd county makes a 
fine exhibit of manganese ogres froin~ different 
parts of the county. They are all of a high 
grade. Those from the mines of Mr. Hackett, 
C. M. Harper and John H. Reynolds assaying 
over fifty per cent in metaiic manganese. 
‘These from the lot belonging to John H. Key- 
nolds would make beautiful cabinet scecimens. 

W. A. Conner and W. C. MeCall, of Cave 
springs, exhibit the finest limanite ore ever 
| shown tothe public. Vetthe ore as seen is 
the average run of the mines, now operated in 
that district, and is in great demand by all the 
furnaces in and around Chattanooga, many 
cars going north fo points in Ohio and else- 
where. 

The Hermitag# furnace, located nina miles 
from Rome, off the line of the Kast Tennessee, 
@Virginia and Georgia railroad. shows what 
can be done with these valuable ores by her 
exhibitof the different kinds-of pig made 
there. She shows the ore ling®™icne used in 
iis manufacture, as well as product in slag. 

Frow the Cave Springs district Mr. William 
Penny, of that piace, makes an exhibit of 
kaolin. This is of remarkable'fine quality, a 
eonsiderable quantity having been shipped to 
Princeton, N.J., where it was made into ware 


by I. Davis, who pronounced it of very fine 
quality. They exhibit a picce of the ane

Sumter's Show. 


There is no exhibit in agricultural hall which 
has attracted more attention and admiration 
than the display of agricultural predacts made 
by Sumter cotnty. Yet there is not a piece 
of bunting displayed, no gorgeous sign, no fine 
carpenter work, no painting, nor has there 
been a professional decorator employed, It is 
purely a home production. Nothing but sim- 
ple home products were employed in the deco- 


rations, and the ig Sat and decorating was_ 
e 


all done by home people; even the bin and 
ehelves were made out of home word by 
home workmen. It is this adaptation of na- 
ture to art, (or rather art to nature), and the 
utter absenee of gaudy decoration that seems 
to be the cause of the attraction. The design 
of this exhibit seems to be to show people how 
they can themselves beautify their everyday 
surroundings with the means at their com- 
mand ; toshow them that paint and tinsel are 
not the most beautiful means of ornamenta- 
tion, that nature may be imitated, but never 
can be improved upon; to show that an exhibit 
consists not so much in the articles 
to be shown, as in the manner of 
showing them; that bags and boxes, however 
precious their contents, are not objects of beau- 
ty and attraction, that curves are more grace- 
ful than rigid angles, that appropriate and con- 
nected groupings are more attractive and in- 
structive than heterogeneous masses of confus- 
ion. If this has been the design of the mana- 
ger of this exhibit, he has not only carried it 
out wonderfully well, but he has struck the 
keynote of the exposition, and most beautifully 
illustrated the lesson it seeks to teach. 

The Sumter county exhibit occupies a space 
of 21x72 feet, on the main aisle, near the east- 
ern end of agricultural and mechanical hall, 
and is under the charge of Major W. L. Gless- 
ner. of the Americus Recorder. Along the 
main aisle are nine pillars, and between each 
two pillars has been placed an arch, thus not 
only giving eight entrances to the exhibit, but 

resenting a light and airy appearance that is 
in striking contrast with the heavy and dark 
adornments of many other exhibits. 
ning at the eastern end, the first two pillars 
and the arch between are covered with rice in 
the straw, the drooping heads giving a most 
graceful appearance. The next arch is trimmed 
With ground pea-vines and nuts. The next 
two pillars are covered with large stalks of red 
and green sugar cane, while the arch is orna- 
mented with magnolia leaves and cones and 
gracefully clinging Spanish moss. The 


arch is covered with “life everlasting,”’ 
the leaves and flowers giving it a 
silvery appearance. The next two .pil- 
lars are covered with ears of white 


corn hanging from the husks, while the arch 
is trimmed with corn hanging pendant from 
the stalk, husks and tassels. ‘The next arch is 
bright with the flowers of the ‘‘golden rod.’’ 
The next two pillars and: the arch jbetween 
them are decorated with cotton stalks filied 
with green and open bolls. The next arch is 
trimmed with pampas grass and the aesthetic 
“‘cat-tail.”’ The next two pillars are covered 
withthe tall striped stalks of ivoiy wheat, 


while from the arch, above hang the 
graceful, dark red heads of he 
same plant. Here the exhibit is cut 


r off by a cross-aisle, exit from which is effected 


between two pillars and under an arch covered 
with sheaves of bright oats. 

In the inside, the first object that attracts 
the eye is a rustic pagoda, neatly thatched 
with oat straw. Hanging under and below the 
eaves is a fringe composed of alternate white 
and red ears of corn, which is so arranged as 
tobway with every passing breeze. ‘The four 
corner-posts are completely hidden by sugar 
cane stalks, whose green leaves are further 
heightened in effect by wide-spreading fans of 
palmetto leaves. In the center are pyramidal 
shelves, upon which are arranged an almost 
infinite variety of vegctables, the -base of the 
pyramid being composed of mammoth pump- 
kins, squashes, gourds, watermelons and sweet 
potatoes. This rustic pagyda has been pro- 
nounced by many equal to the famous grain 
temple of the Kansas exhibit at the centen- 
nial. 

At the western end of the space stands a 
little six-ecornered rustic temple, made out of 
the limbs of trees, the roof covered with ¢ray 
moss, in Which is displayed on a glass prramid 
stand, a tempting array of apples, peaches, 
pears, pomegranates, quincedonias, Japanese 
persiininons, grapes, chestnuts, pecans and 
chinauepins. 

Between this building and the pagoda is the 
cotton display, consisting of cotton on the stalk, 
lint cotton, seed cotton, cotton seed, cotton 
seéd hulls, crushed cotton seed before the oil is 
exiracted, cotton seed meal, cotton seed oil 
cake, cotton seed oil, and guane mannfactured 
by the Americus Guano company, thus show- 
ing cotton and its products in every stage. 

Standing by the side of the cotton exhibit 
is'alarge persimmon tree filled with fruit, 
in the branches of which clings a live possum, 
making every Georgian to feel at home. and 
forming a great attraction forthe children. 
Phere is continually a crowd under this tree. 
® Atthe eastern end of the space is a little 
rustic spring-house made of the stalks of red 
cane, the roof being thatched with 
Spanish moss. In one corner of the house is a 
spring, surrounded by bright. green moss, 
ferns, cat-tails and pitcher plants, while on a 
branch by the side of the spring hangs a good 
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old-fashioned Georgia gourd — dipper. At 
one end = of this beautiful little 
building is a handsome display 


of butter under glass. 
Botween this building and the pagoda isa 


large display of leatlier and shoes, manufac- | 
tured by Major J. H. Black, which attracts | 


much attention. 

Rustic easels support two large and hand- 
some frames, in one of which is shown a num- 
ber of beautiful photographic views of the 
streets and residences of Americus, while in 
the other are shown photographic views of An- 
dersonville cemetery and stockade, and a 
hand-painted pancl on wood from one of the 
posts of the old stockade. 

Grouped on the wall is a pretty display of 

furs of beaver, otter, coon and wild-cat. 
' Along one side and end are bins and shelves 
in which are displayed corn, oats, peas, ground- 
peas, wheat, rye, rice, tobacco, meal, flour, 
grits, wines, cordials, jellies, dried fruits, Jams, 
pickles, preserves, etc. A prominent and at- 
tractive feature of this display are seyerai Jars 
of watermelon preserves, cut out so as to pre- 
sent perfect portraits of President Cleveland, 
Jefferson Davis, General Gordon, and others, 
the work of Miss M. J. Rutherford. 

On the wall, at one end, isa jine display of 
needlework, lace and knitted work, quilts, 
rugs, etc., before which the ladies congregate. 

There is also a display of over sixty different 
kinds of woods taken from one plantation. 

Those who have an idea that southwest 
Georgia is not a grass country will soon be con- 
vinced otherwise by the large display of forage 
in the shape of crowfoot, crab grass, Bermuda, 
Texas blue grass, swamp grass, millet, poa-vine 
and ground pea-vine hay, tosay nothing of com 
fodder, shucks, Kaflir- corn, chicken corn, milo 
maize, ivory wheat, cat-tail mullet, pop-corn 
fodder and other forage. 

A great portion of the artistic display is due 
to the fine taste and skill of Mr. C. R. Hardy,a 
Sumter county product. 

Altogether the exhibit is a grand one and 
well worthy of§the reputation of the grand old 
county from which it comes. its effect upon 
the public is well described by the following 
incident: Two strangers stopped before it, 
when‘one asked the other, ‘What county ex- 
hibit is this?’ “County ?--That’s no County, 
it must bea state exhibit.’’

Being somewhat nu- 
merous, they would attack four, five or six 
men togetherifthey were on foot. <As for 
“horsemen, two were the most they would set 
on, and then with such caution that an am- 
buscade was laid tosecure them, ride which 
way they would, provided that one or both 
made their escape from the first assailants. 
The place was solitary where these cannibals 
lived, and when the tide came up the water 
rose nearly two hundred yards into their sub- 
terrancan habitation, which reached almost a 
mile under ground; consequently if they were 
ever scen thereabouts by any person, it was 
not in the least suspected that any human 
beings resided in such a dismal place. The 
number of people they had killed was not ex- 
actly known; but it was reckoned that in the 
twehty-tive years that they had continued 
their human slaughte rs they had washed their 
hands in the blood of above one thous: und men, 
women and children.

several bloodhounds with him, and went with 
the bereft husband to the woods near which he 
had been attacked, but found no signs of any 
habitation whatever. Th ey followed a path 
which led down to the seaside. The tide was 
out. Going along the shore they passed by the 
cave of Sawney Beane without taking any nos 
tice of it as a place of hi: abitation, until some 
of the b! oodhour ids, ru nning into it andsetting 
up a howling and yelp yin! the king and his at- 
tendants came back and Sooked into it. See- 
ing nothing on account of the darkness, torches 
were sent for, and a great many men ventured 
into the cave.

All 
this torture was justly inflicted npon them in 
thesight of the wife, daughters and grand- 
children, The latter were then all burned in 
three separate fires, all dying, like the men,
